PALMER’S PROPOSAL 


Ogle Alleges Palmer 
-Feared Judge Anderson 
Might Jail Officials of 
Miners’ Union — Attor- 
ney General Said Such 
Action Would Prove Dis- 
astrous, and Administra- 
tion Wanted to Prevent. 


Washington, December 19.—Attor- 
hey General Palmer told a senate 
coal investigating committee today 
a full story of his own and the gen- 
tral government’s actions in con- 
nection with the strike of the bitu- 
minous miners, concluding his testi- 
mony with the declaration that the 
“firm, strong hand of the sovern- 
ment” finally had forced the miners 
‘to yield. 

Alfred M. Ogle, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Bitumi- 
fous Coal Operators’ association, 


*. took the stand a moment after the 


- Wetorney. neral concluded and told 

the committee that Mr. Palmer en- 
déavored on Friday, December 5, 
to induce the coal operators to com- 
promise with the miners on a basis 
wof more than the 14 per cent wage 
increase suggested in behalf of the 
government by former Fuel Admin- 
istrator Garfield. 

Continuing Ogle surprised the 
committee with the assertion that 
Mr. Palmer had told the operators 
Federal Judge Anderson, at Indian- 
apolis, who issued the injunction 
against the strike leaders on the 
government’s application, might 
“act in a characteristic fashion, and 
put a lot of union leaders in jail,” 
thus precipitating a “terrible indus- 
trial situation.” 

“We replied,” said Ogle, “that we 
considered the proposal a coward- 
ly, dastardly surrender of the rights 
of the public and the government.” 
“We consider it a compromise of 
principles far more important than 
any question of the wages of min- 
ers, or Our own profits as operators 
of coal mines. We thought it a 
question of the maintenance of law 
and order in the United States.” 

Ogle Reluctant to Give Details. 

Ogle’s testimony, given after At- 
torney General Palmer, who was

entire day, had left the room, cam. 
as the climax to a series of reve- 
\ lations concerning the government’s 
movements in the strike. The op- 
_@rators’ chairman refused to di- 
vulge details when first put on the 
s 4.4, but finally told his story aft- 
er getting permission to consult 
his attorney, Rush Butler, who was 
also called as a witness. 

Chairman Frelinghuysen, of the 
senate commitfee, indicated after 
conclusion of the hearing that the 
investigation would be continued on 
the strength of the information 
brought out.

‘She Salted Body 
Of Her Daughter 
And Put in Chest 


Aged Mother Dramatical- 
ly Tells -of Brilliant 
Maude Tabor’s Death. 
Jury Finds Girl Died 
From Illegal Operation.

Lawton, Mich., December 19.— 
Specifically blaming no one, the cor- 
oner’s jury investigating the death 
of Maude Tabor, brilliant student of 
languages, whose body was found 
in a trunk in her home here a 
month ago, late tonight returned a 
verdict that death resulted frgm an 
illegal operatior. 

The verdict came at the @limax 
of a day fraught with segsation, 
during which the 80-year-ol moth- 
er of the dead woman, Mrs, Sarah 
Tabor, dramatically told in detail 
a story of her daughter’s death and 
her own act in “salting” the body 
and placing it in the trunk, which 
was Matd’s “hope chest.” This, she 
said, she slid down the cellar stairs 
by means of a rope snubbed cboyt 
the doorknob and hid it there in 
keeping with a pact the two had 
made to be buried together. 

Returned from Yreka, Cal., with 
her son, Walter’ Tabor, that she 
might testify in the wierdly myste- 
rious case, the aged woman through- 
out the day cleverly fenced with 
the state’s attorneys and denied 
the testimony of Dr. A. S. Warthin, 
university pathologist, that her 
daughter had died of hemorrhages 
incident to induced childbirth. She 
maintained that Maud had died in 
her arms apparently from an over- 
dose of chloroform taken to relieve 
asthma; that there had been no 
operation, and that she had not 
known Maud had been about to 
become a mother, 

Mrs. Tabor’s story absolved from 
blame Walter Tabor, brother of the 
dead woman, and Joseph C. Virgo, 

Tabor 


Maud’s husband. 

Following death Mrs. iid 
she laid the body on a couch ofs 
packed salt about it to preserve ite, 
and after a week doubled it into 
the trunk in which she had first 
Placed coarse salt. There was_ no 
evidence, she said, of rigor mo 
and she had no difficulty in han- 


dling the body. 

The jury in "tie verdict made of- 
ficial identification of the body as 
that of the missing Maud Tabor. 
The verdict said death occurred on 
or about May 1, 1916. Walter Tabor 
testified that he had known nothing 
of his sister’s death and,Mrs. Flor- 
ence Tabor-Critchlow, a sister, told 
of finding the body. 

Investigation is being continued 
by the authorities.

sanitarium, 

Attorney W. A. Fuller and R. B. 
Otis, well-known realty dealer, act- 
ed as spoke men for the opposing 
delegation, while Attorney Robert 
H, Jones, Jr., represented Dr. Black- 
man. Arguments were not resrrict- 
ed to counsel, however, every person 
in attendance who desired it being 
granted the privilege to speak. The 
hearing consumed three hours.

Mr. Jowes laid before the mayor 
letters of indorsement from a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, some of

Ocean Conqueror 


Briton Who, With Brown, 
First Flew Across At- 
lantic in Airplane, Dies 
of Injuries Received 
While Flying in France. 


Rouen, Franc December 19.— 
Captain Sir Jol Alcock, the first 
aviator to make a non-stop airplane 
flight across the Atlantic, died here 
this afternoon as a result of injuries 
he received when his plane crashed 
yesterday near Cottevrard, depart- 
‘ment of Seine-Inferieure, Normandy. 

Alcock, who was flying in a sea- 
plane, was following the Seine at 
the time of the accident, intending 
to alight on the river opposite the 
grand palace for an aviation ex- 
hibition. 

Flying low, owing to a heavy fog, 
Alcock was unable to sight’ the 
earth. He struck the ground near 
Cottevrard. A wing of the plane 
was smashed and the machine 
turned over, pinning Alcock under 
the wreckage. He suffered a frac- 
tured skull and a local doctor gave 
him first aid. 

Alcock was then brought to the 
British military hospital here, where 
he died without recovering con- 
sciousness.

BULLETS STRIKE AUTO, 
BUT FRENCH ESCAPES 


One of the Attacking Par- 
ty Was Killed, But the

Dublin, Deéember 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A determined 
but unsuccessful attempt was made 
today to assassinate Viscount 
French, lord liewtenant of Ireland. 

The attack evidently had been 
most carefully organized at a spot 
2) a narrow windinz road with high 

alls and hedges, affording the as- 
sassins good hiding places. 
the attacking party was killed and 
a detective seated with the chauf- 
feur of the viceregal car was 
slightly wounded in the hand. Vis- 
count French-was not injured. Some 
distance away. a policeman, patrol- 
ing’ his »weat, was shot in theggnkle. 


Bombs and Pistols Used. 


Both bombs and revolvers were 
used by the assailants, the number

Viscount French had been visit- 
ing Boyle and Roscommon and re- 
turned today by train at 1 o’clock. 
He alighted at the suburban sta- 
tion at Phoenix Park,. near the spot 
where in 1882 Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, chief secretary for Iréland, 


and Thomas H. Burke, under-sec- 
retary, were assassinated. The sta- 


tion is about a mile from the Vice- 
regal lodge. 
Ambush Carefully Planned. 
The ambuscade had been care- 
fully planned, the assassins plac- 
ing obstructions in the narrow part 


motor cars in which the viceregal 
party was traveling to stop. Be- 
hind the hedges and walls, in fa- 
vorable positions, they had station- 
ed themselves for firing upon the 
lord lieutenant and his party. 
When the automobiles approach- 
ed, revolvers were fired and bombs 
were thrown. The assassins evi- 
dently expected Viscount French 
would be in the second car in line, 


aimed. He, however, was in the 
first car, into which only a few 
bullets penetrated. -A shot, how- 
ever, directed at the first car, 
struck the detective who was sit- 
ting beside the driver, in the hand. 

Almost immediately the viceregal 
party opened fire on the ambus- 
eaded men, who took flight on 
bicycles across the field. During 
the shooting one of the men, later 
identified as having fired directly 
at Viscount French’s car, was seen 
to throw up his hands and fall. 
Several of his friends stopped and 
lifted the body, intending to carry 
it away, but they abandoned it 
when they found the man was dead. 

Slain Man Identified. 

Around the fingers of the fallen 
man was found the ring of a dis- 
charged hand grenade, and in his 
pockets were two revolvers—one of 
Spanish make and the other an 
old German model.

IN CONGRESS RAGE 


Denied Seat After 1918 
Election, Milwaukee So- 
cialist Runs Again and 
Is Re-Elected by Large

Milwaukee, Wis., December 19.— 
Victor L. Berger, socialist, today 
was re-elected to congress from the 
fifth Wisconsin district, having de- 
feated Henry H. Bodenstab, repub- 
lican, running as a fusion candi- 
date, by 4,806 votes. 

Berger's total vote was 24,367 and 
Bodenstab’s 19,561. The returns in- 
dicate that approximately 9,000 vot- 
ers did not go to the polls. The to- 
tal registration in the district was 
about 53,000 voters. 

Should the house again refuse to 
seat Berger the fifth Wisconsin dis- 
trict will not be represented in con- 
gress until after the regular elec- 
tion in 1920, Governor E. L. Philipp 
announced tonight. 

“TI do not believe in spending any 
more of the people’s money in that 
way,” he declared.

Confession to That, Ef- 
fect Read to Jury—New 
Said Girl Refused Mar- 
riage, Though Expect- 
ing Motherhood. 


Los Angeles, December 19.—An 
alleged confession of Harry Ss. New, 
on trial for the murder of his sweet- 
heart, Freda Lesser, was read to 
the jury today. In admitting the 
confession, over the objection of 
the defense, Judge Craig decided 
what both sides considered was the 
most important legal point in the 
case. 

Miss E. L. Senner, a nurse, testi- 
fied that New had told her that he 
“did not intend to marry for a long 
time,” and accused Miss Lesser of 
going with other men. 

The confession was laid before 
the jury in the testimony of E. J. 
Davidson, a police detective, who 
swore it had been made in the 
presence of himself and another po- 
lice officer and two newspaper men 
on July 5, last.

for two years, alone prevented pas- 
sage of the bill tonight, the senate 
having disposed of all other impor- 
tant amendments including rejection 
of all efforts to eliminate or modify 
the anti-strike clause. 

Final Action Today. 

The agreement for final disposi- 
tion tomorrow of the railroad and 
sugar contro] bills cleared the way 
for adjournment of congres’s tomor- 
row for a two ‘weeks’ holiday re- 
cess until January 5. No doubt was!

Foreign Relations Com-: 


mittee Will Resume For- 
mal Consideration of the 
Pact Today—Talk of 
Treaty Conference. 


Washington, December 19.—For- 
mal consideration of issues of the 
peace treaty fight will be reopened 
tomorrow the senate foreign re- 
lations committee and an effort 
made to work out a new compro- 
mise plan to be placed before the 
senate after the holidays. 


The resolution of Senator Knox, | 


republican, Pennsylvania, to, declare 
that a state of peace exists is ex- 
pected to be the basis of the com- 
mittee’s work. Various modifica- 
tions are expected, however, so as 
to incorporate provisions which re- 
Publican leaders hope will draw 
democratic support. 
Changes Considered, 

Among the changes and additions 
iinderstood to have been considered 
by the republicans is one designed 
to preserve to the United States 
any material advantages embodied 
in the treaty as it stands. Anoth- 
er suggestion is that the resolu- 
tion include a general declaration 
of policy pledging the United States 
to intervene in any future Euro- 
— war which menaces civiliza- 

on. 

Some members of the committee 
desire to see action also on Sena- 
tor Knox’s alternate resolution to 
ratify the treaty with the league 
of nations covenant .excluded, but 
the objection was made today that 
a two-thirds vote would be requirea 
for that measure, making the out- 
come much more doubtful.

Berger, 
the committee decided, ‘gave aid and 
comfort to the enemy’ and anyone 
so judged: is barred from member- 
ship in the house under provisions 
of the constitution. His ineligibili- 
ty is just as great as when he first 
presented himself. The house by a 
decisive vote supported the resolu- 
tion of the committee .enying him 
a seat and action will be taken the 
second time.” 
The resolution denying Berger a 
sea. passed the house on November 
10 by a vote of 311 to 1, Represent- 
ative Voigt, republican, Wisconsin, 
voting in the negative. This was the 
culmination of a series of hearings 
covering more than five months, 
and during which time all alleged 
violations of the espionage act at- 
tributed to Berger, his radical ac- 
tivities and his career as a socialist 
leader were reviewed. The testi- 
mony covered several thoysand 
pages. During the hearings Berger, 
although not admitted to the floor 
of the house until he spoke in his 
own behalf, enjoyed all the other 
privileges of a member, drawing his 
salary, his clerk hire, and having 
— the chp privilege. 

e committee report suggestin 
that Berger be denied his Seat cet 
unanimous, Representative Roden- 
burg, republican, IWinois, however, 
filing a minority report, requesting 
delay by the house until Berger’s 
appeal from the court sentence of 
twenty years in Leavenworth pris- 
on was decided. 

IT’S A TRIUMPH, 
SAY SOCIALISTS. 


Chicago, December 19.—Victor 
Berger’s re-election to congress to- 
day was termed a triumph in a 
statement from national headquar- 
ters of the socialist party, . which 
declared that as a result of the elec- 
tion “congress is on trial.” 
Berger’s re-election was a vindi- 
cation of him and also of socialism, 
the statement said, and “a challenge 
to those reactionary agents of cap- 
italism who would stifle the voice 
of the ae class protest, and 
who —-_ uld muZzle minority  opin- 
ions. 

The statement declared Berger 
was tried for violation of the es- 
pionage act, sentenced to prison and 
expelled from congress because he 
was a socialist and because he held 
“unpopular minority opinions.” It 
charged that every form of political 
ruse had been used against him in 
the eampaign and that his re-elec- 
tion was “a triumph for real] Amer- 
icanism, for the principles of fair 
play, of represéntative government, 
of majority rule and of public de- 
cency.” 

The statement concludes: “Will 
congress tell the American people 
that they can be heard? Or will they 
tell them that the right of free 


thought is dead?” 

Berger and four other socialist 
leaders were convicted last January 
of obstructing the government's war 
policies and were sent2nced to twen- 
ty years in prison. ‘'heir case is 
pending in the circuit court of ap- 
peals.

Madison, Ga., December 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Frank Cavin, a popular and 
widely-known man of this city, who 
met a tragic death by being killed 
by a Georgia railroad train at James 
Station Tuesday, was interred here 
today with Masonic ceremonies.

Overturns Previous Action. 


The senate tonight overturned its, 


previous action and rejected by @ 
vote of 62 to 11, an amendment by 
Senator Jones, republican, Wash- 
ingtion, designed to prevent alleged 
discrimination by Canadian rall- 
roads against American carriers by 
cutting rates on freight between 
points in the United States, but car- 
ried through Canada. The amend- 
ment would have prohibited Ameri- 
can roads frqm making freight con- 
nections with such roads. 

Opposition to the amendment was 
led by New England senators who 
claimed it would work against the 
interests of New England indus- 
tries. 

The senate also adopted an 
amendment by Senator Thomas, 
democrat, Colorado, making rail- 
road tickets valid until finally used 
by the purchaser. 

In a last attack on the anti-strikée 
clause, the modified substitute of 
Senator McCormick, republican, of 
Illinois, was rejected finally to- 
night by a vote of 33 to 30. 

Party Lines Split. 

Party lines were split in the vote 
in the McCormick amendment, thir- 
teen republicans and seventeen dem- 


ocrats supporting it, while twenty 
republicans and thirteen democrats 


voted in opposition. 


Among those opposing the amend- 
ment was Senator Rubinson, demo- 
crat, of Arkansas, who declared 
there would be no excuse for a 
strike of railroad employees in 
view of the impartial government 
tribunals provided by the bill. 

While voting in favor of the 
amendment, Senator Kenyon, repub- 
lican, Iowa, said he thought that 
the labor section should be made 
general in effect and that the peo- 
ple were becoming tired of strikes. 
He said. he did not like the Cummins 
bill, and favered an opportunity for 
the conferees to work out a com- 
promise, 

Upon rejection of the McCormick 
substitute, Senator Stanley, demo- 
crat, Kentucky, moved to eliminate 
the anti-strike clause. ‘A similar 
motion by the Kentucky 
was’ defeated yesterday. | 

“This is a system of involuntary 
servitude, monstrous and abhor- 
rent,” said Senator Stanley, refer- 
ring to the anti-strike clause, “and 
goes back to the days of chattel 
Slavery. It is infamous and humil- 
iating.” 

When the vote was taken Senator 
Stanley’s .motion again was defeat- 
ed, 39 to 24.

New York, December 19.—Distil- 
lers and other owners of aicoholic 
beverages are seeking to export mil- 
lions of galions of whisky and other 
liquors from this and other east- 
ern ports before January 16, when 
the national prohibition amendment 
becomes effective, but are r ‘ting 
with great difficujy in getting 
freight and cargo space, it was 
learned here today. 
Shipping men declare that it is 
extremely doubtful whether cargo 
space can be obtained for more than 
a comparativelv small percentage of 
the liquors offered for export, al- 
though some have announced a will- 
ingness to give preference to liquor 
shipments to help distillers and 
others out of their difficulties. 
Customs house officials state a 
heavy export movement already is 
been increasing steadily for many 
underway. Liquor exports have 
months, but the heavy movement 
is said to have begun in October, the 
latest month for which detailed sta- 
tistics are available, when the value 
of the exports of distilled alcohol, 
epirituous and malt liquors reached 
$1,307,276 as compared with only 
0 ig during the same period last 


Exports to Cuba. 
Export of liquor to Cuba is said 
to be much smaller than generally 


reported. It is pointed out that the 
heavy import duty on liquor in that 
country, combined with the fact 
that the space in bonded warehouses 
and storage plants there is greatly 
limited, has forced exporters to seek 
other fields. Last minute shipments 
probably will be made tu Bermuda, 
Mexico and Central and South Amer- 
ican ports. 

Harris and McGill, agents for 
the Dixie and Merchants and Mine 
ers’ steamship lines, report they 
have’ prepared to transport 5,000,- 
000 gallons of whisky from Nor- 
folk and Baltimore. Freight steam- 
ers with cargo space for that 
amount have been reserved for 
liquor shipments, but this will only 
take care of a small part of the 
cargo space desired.

ATTACK ON FRENCH 
STIRRING ENGLAND. 


London, December 19.—No event 
in Ireland of its kind since the 
killing of Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, chief secretary for Ireland, 
and Thomas H. Burke, his under- 
secretary, in 1882, has so stirred 
England as the attempt made to 
assassinate Field Marshal Viscount 
French, the lord-lieutenant, today. 
| This was the first attempt on the 
life of a viceroy since 1886, the year 
when Gladstone introduced the 
home rule for Ireland bill. 

Such a culmination of the Irish 
unrest was not unexpected. Four- 
teen policemen and _  séveral sol- 
diers have been killed in the last 
few months, and no one has been 
arrested or punished for these acts, 
although it is declared there were 
many’ eye-witnesses to thém. ' 

Viscount French, owing to the 
uncertainty of conditions, 
has taken precautions against at- 
tack. He is one of the few viceroys 
of récent years ‘who is credited 
with versonally ruling instead. of 


nounced that his policy was first 
to restore and maintain law and 
order, and then to inaugurate home 
rule. 

Why French Was Made Viceroy.

A telegram received here today 
from Mexico City said: 

“The ‘Excelsior’ of Tuesday con- 
tains the statement that Frederico 
Cordoba, the abductor of Jenkins, 
has left for parts unknown and it 
is believed that he went to Wash- 
ington with documents relating to 
the case. Its Puebla correspond- 
ent sent his paper a wire which was 
not passed by the censor, Whereupon 
the correspondent sent it personally 
to El Universal, which gives the 
following account: 

“‘TIt’ is rumored in Puebla that 
several American agents have gone 
to Sierra Tzengo Malacatepec in 
search of Cordoba, with the object 
of taking him to Washington with 
papers which Jenkins’ friends sent. 
guaranteeing his ransom, in order to 
use them for the American govern- 
ment. Iteis believed that Cordoba 
will accept as that might lead to the 
belief that he-really was in cdllu- 
sion with the American to abduct 
the consul and thereby provoke an 
international conflict. It is even 
rumored that Cordoba has already 
left for the Unted iStates, although 
it is impossible o verify.

Counsel for the prisoners assert- 
ed that his clients had been held 
in jail since December 9 without 
having had a hearing or being in- 
formed of any of the -evidence 
against them. 

Mr. Gaskill said that the state 
Was in a peculiar situation in the 
case and that it wAs a common be- 
lief in Atlantic City that the pur- 
pose of the application was to com- 
pel the state to ‘lisclose its evidence. 

“The crime was a secret crime,” 
he continued. “It contains such mat- 
ters that to disclise them now 
would be very harmful to the state 
and might defeat the ends of jus- 
tice. We are not keeping these folk 
in {411 for any reason other than 
I believe if the reople are euilty at 
all, they are guilty of a capital of- 
fense.”

his companion, Lieutenant Arthur 
W. Brown, was accomplished in 
June, last, when he flew from New- 
foundland to Clifden, Ireland, more 
than 1,900 miles, in sixteen hours 
and twelve minutes.

_The Weekly Reduction Chat 


The Weekly ‘Reduction Chat. 
When women write to me and re- 


quest some lotion or magic formula 
to reduce them 50 or 100 pounds 
in two weeks, I confess I grow a 
little impatient. Under normal con- 
ditions of life, the woman who is 


too stout does not gain excess flesh 


at the. rate of more than two 
pounds a week and frequently only 
a few ounces a week, so that her 
excess flesh creeps on her gradual- 
ly, so to speak, and it is years 
before she notices how very much 
she weighs. Now, it is impossible 
to melt off this gradually accu- 
mulated fat in any short period of 
and if it were possible, it 
would be dangerous to one’s health. 
The safest rate of reduction is 
about two pounds a week. 

This may not sound as though it 
were very much, for even twenty 
pounds off will not make much dif- 
ference in the figure of a woman 
who weighs two hundred and 
forty. However, when you consider 
that in the course of a year a wom- 
an of even this weight can reduce 
to what would probably be her nor- 
mal number of pounds, you will see 
that the slow way to reduce is, aft- 
er all, the sanest method.

Editor Constitution; Referring to the an- 
nouncement issued by Attorney General 
Palmer, Louis F. Swift, president of Swift 
and company, made the following state- 
ment: 

‘*‘As announced by the attorney general, 
Swift and comyany has consented to retire 
from the distribution of groceries and to 
dispose of its interests in public stock- 
yards. The company has taken this step 
at the suggestion of the department of jps- 
tice and in spite of the fact that there is 
no law requiring it. 

“Although Swift and company is con- 
vinced that it is justified in being in these 
lines of business, it is dropping them be- 
cause of its desire to remove the causes 
of friction which have distnrbed its rela- 
tions with certain factions of the live 
stock producers. 

“Swift and company feels that the spirit 
which caused the business men of the coun- 
try to submit to personal sacrifices to win 
the war is just as essential during this 
period of reconstruction as it was then, 
therefore, it meets the request of the gov- 
ernment for the sacrifice of its own inter- 
ests as willingly as it met the government’s 
suggestions in all respects during the war. 

“I want to emphatically say that by 
complying with the request of the attorney 
general, Swift and company {fs not in any 
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way admitting that it has violated any law.

retary of State Lansing and Japan- 
ese Ambassador Shidehara have had 
only one conference on thé Siberian 
situation since the partial collapse 
of the Kolchak government, and the 
exchange of views between the 
Tokio foreign office and the state 
department promises to stretch over 
a period of more than one month. 

It was indicated at the state de- 
partment that the interview was 
merely a “conversation” which 
would comprehend a statement of 
the views of the Japanese govern- 
ment and an invitation to the Unit- 
ed States for an expression of its 
views. Premier Lioyd-George’s as- 
sertion that the Siberian situation 
was a topic of conversations be- 
tween America and Japan and that 
the decision arrived at between 
these two governments would de- 
termine further action in Siberia is 
confirmed by what is known of the 
recent exchanges between Washing- 
ton and Tokio. 

Japanese newspaper accounts re- 
veal that there are two opinions in 
Japan on the subject of Siberia. The 
government believes, as a result of 
the defeat of the Kolchak armies 
and the threatened eruption of bol- 
shevik forces in eastern Siberia, that 
the military arrangements for meet- 
ing such ‘an invasion ought to be 
increased. The opposition, repre- 
sented by the Kenseikai party in the 
diet, and which is headed by Vis- 
count Kato, is opposed to an in- 
creiuse of the Japanese force in Sibe- 
ria, whose strength is understood to 
be upproximately 30,000. 

Views Not Submitted. 


So far as can be learned at the 
state department, this government 
has not yet submitted its views to 
the Japanese foreign office in re- 
spons.: to the latter’s invitation. It 
is believed that the question raised 
is of such importance that. not only 
President Wilson but the heads of 
the senate and house committees on 
foreign affairs will be consulted. It 
is not thought that Japan has pro- 
posed to the United States govern- 
ment an tnerease of American forces 
in Siberia, but an expression of 
American Views would involve a de- 
cision of that question.

Si- 
beria before spring, at which itme 
the bolsheviki are expected to be 
prepared to carry on a more stren- 
uous campaign against Admiral 
Kolchak. 

It was recalled today that the 
original agreement concluded . be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
for sending military forces to SBi- 
beria had as the object for the ex- 
pedition the rendering of assistance 
to the Czecho-Slovak troops who 
were -trying to leave Russia for 
France, to enter the French army, 
and who were wy impeded in 
their progress across Siberia by the 
bolsheviki, and also the protection 
of the trans-Siberian railroad, for 
whose operation and control an in- 
ternational commission was  cre- 
ated. These purposes, in part, have 
ceased to have point, as the Czecho- 
Slovaks have had opportunity to 
embark, and are no more actively a 
factor; and the imminence of the 
bolsheviki to Siberia creates an en- 
tireiy new situation. 


New Agreement Expected. 


It is believed that the discussions 
which have been begun between Am- 
bassadur Shidehara and Secretary 
Lansing will necessarily develop, 
later, into the formulation of a 
completely new agreement affecting 
the military phases of the Siberian 
situation, there being no occasion at 
the present time to disturb the ar- 
rangement for the operation and 
control of the railroad. 

The discussions are believed. to 
have suggested, if not to have raised 
immediately, the question of con- 
tinued co-operation with Japan in 
Siberia. The Japanese forces now 
in Siberia are understood to be sont 
three times greater than the Ameri- 
can forces, with the question 
thought to be hanging fire as to 
their early or late return to this 
country. All draft Amierican soi- 
diers have already been withdrawn, 
only regulars at present being in 
Siberia. 

Refusal of the United States to 
dispatch reinforcements to . Siberia 
might, if Japan felt impelled to in- 
crease her contingent to prevent the 
spread of bolshevism into eastern 
ASia, affect the railroad situation, 
as the railroad probably would be 
devoted largely to military uses, and 
military requirements take prece- 
dence over all others, especially 
when operations are in progress. 

It is possible that a precipitation 
of the issue in Siberia by the com- 
plete overthrow of the Kolchak 
government, resulting in chaotie 
conditions, would also move Japan 
to take action while awaiting the 
expression of American views. Am- 
bassador Morris at Tokio is believed 
to be keeping the state department 
advised concerning both develop- 
ments in Siberia and on Japanese 
opinion. 


U.S. TO SIGN 
ALLIES’ TREATY 
WITH TURKEY

Washington, VLecember 19.—The 
interest’of the United States in Tur- 
key is only one of co-operation with

1920. In consequence, the income 


tax bill of probably 75 per cent ow 


fe:leral taxpayers will be material 
ly cut next year. 

When the present revenue law 
was before the senate finance com- 
mittee, after passage by the house, 
it became apparent the war was 
nearing its end, and the armistice 
was signed before final action on 
the bill. The senate committee at 
that time was in control of the 
democrats. It was proposed by re- 
publican members of the committee 
that the same schedule of rates be 
made to apply in 1920 as in 1919. 
The republicans said arrangements 
for the year 1920 might be made 
later. 

Forced Proviso Through. 

Democratic members of the com- 
mittee united finally and forced 
through a proviso that lower taxes 
should go into effect at the begin- 
ning of 1920. They insisted that 
congress should settle the question 
for at least two years and give the 
taxpayer the benefit of the end of 
the war and a partial lifting of the 
burdens of taxation. 

If this action had not been taken, 
the higher rates of the period im- 
mediately follow ing the war would 
have extended into 1920, and cost 
the taxpayers of the United States 
approximately two billion dollars 
additional. The senate voted for a 
grading down of the war schedules, 
and the house accepted the provise. 

The modifications for 1920 are 
mainly. of assistance to the man 
with the modest income. These 
modifications reduce by one-third 
the normal tax on incomes, but 
leave the surtaxes, which apply to 
the wealthy the same as hereto- 
fore, Sven without further legis- 
tion, therefore, the average tax- 
payer will have a substantial re- 
duction in his tax bill. The tax 
to be collected on the first $4,000 
above the exemption will hereafter 
be only 4 per cent, instead of 6 
per cent. It is estimated that 75 
per cent of income taxpayers are 
to the normal tax; 
the surtaxes applying to the small- 
er percentage of big incomes. 

No Other eduction. 

Theer will be other reductions in 
the nation’s tax bill due to the 
insistence of democrats of the sen- 
ate more than a year ago that war 
burdens be removed as rapidly as 
possible and that the war revenue 
bill should include lower taxes for 
920 


Already there has been put into 
effect the reduction in the war 
tax on first-class posatge. This 
war tax, which amounts to 1 cent 
on each letter was lifted last Jviy 
and the 2-cent stamp restored. 

With the present congress inat- 
tentive to a number of reconstri<-- 
tion measures,’ the wisdom of tha 
democratic leaders in demanding a 
settlement of the tax question for 
1920 is now demonstrated. With- 
out speécifie -provision in the war 
revenue bill Tor a lowefing of the 
tax rates on January 1, 1920, the 
rates for the present year would 
remain in effect since there has 
been no move,in the sixty-sixth 
congress to take up revenue legis- 
lation.

‘Dr. Ed T. Mincey, a prominent 
dentist and popular member of the 
city council of Atlanta, died Friday 


morning at his home, 144 East Ba- 
ker street, at 10 o'clock, after hav-

ing been seized with an attack of 
appoplexy earlier in the day. Dr. 
Mincey was seated at the breakfast 
table with his wife about 8 o'clock, 
when he became suddenly ill and 
called upon Mrs. Mincey to help 
him. He was taken to his room 
across the hall at once and physi- 
cians were. summoned, but despite 
all efforts he died without regain- 
ing consciousness. 

Dr. Mincey was 43 years of age. 
He came to Atlanta from. north 
Georgia, having been born at Blue 
Ridge. 


He had been in the practice of 
dentistry for several years in At- 
lanta, and was completing his sec- 
ond term in council, where he had 
been a popular and influential mem- 
ber, taking part in the government 
of the city with ability and earnest-~ 
ness, and standing always for the 


interests of his ward-and the city 
at large. 


Headed Welfare Board. 


He was chairman of the commit- 
tee on benevolence and pensions, 
and also headed the board of pub- 
lic welfare. His kindly nature and 
ability to investigate fitted him for 
the leadership of these committees 
and he gave much of his time to 
the duties imposed upon him. 

As a councilman, Dr. Mincey was 
remarkable for the liberality of his 
views On public matters and his 
faithfulness to the interests of the 
city. He was always found upon 
the side of the people, especially 
those who needed his aid, and he 
made a determined fight, with oth- 
er members of council, for salary, 
increases for city officitats'and em- 
ployees. 4 

In the recent campaign for in- 
creased pay for the firemen and po- 
licemen, Dr. Mincey championed the 
cause of the city employees with 
many forceful speeches on the floor 
of the council and committee rooms. 

Dr. Mincey was also a prominent 
member of several orders, having 
been elected recently to a high of- 
fice in the Knights of Pythias. He 
was also a member of the Capital 
City Lodge of Masons and the Pied- 
month lodge, Odd Fellows, 


Funeral on Sunday. 


The news of Dr. Mincey’s death 
caused deep regret to his many 
friends about the city hall, where 
he was extremely popular, and ex- 
pressions of sympathy for his widow 
were made by Mayor Key and other 
members of the city’s official fami- 
ly. A special meeting of council was 
called by Mayor Key so that both 
- houses of council may attend the 
funeral Sunday afternoon in a body, 
and a handsome floral offering will 
also. be sent by the city. 

“Atlanta has lost a splendid citi-, 
zen,” said Mayor Key. ‘His depar- 
ture from council would not have 
eooled his ardor for public service, 
and it was certain he would have 
continued many of the worthy ef- 
forts he helped to start. Al! of us 
feel a sense of personal loss.” 

Dr. Mincey is survived by his wid- 
ow, who lives at 114 East Baker 
street: his mother, Mrs. Mincey, of 
Sparta, Ga.; his sister, Mrs. T. B. 
Montgomery, of Sparta, and two 
brothers, Thomas Mincey, of Gaines- 
ville, Ga,, and Will Mincey, of near 
Atlanta. 

The funeral arrangements have 
not yet been completed, but it was 
announced yesterday afternoon that 
the funeral services will be held 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock in 
Payne Memorial church, on Luckie 
etreet, and the interment will be at 
West View.

Embargo Announced . in 
Order to Keep Accurate 
Records of Heavy Move- 
ments Expected Through 
Southern Ports. 


_ In order to keep accurate records 
of the heavy movement of intoxicat- 
ing liquors for export through 
southern region ports, expected dur- 
ing the few weeks remaining before 
the prohibition amendment to the 
federal constitution becomes effect- 
ive, all such shipments will be han- 
died under special permits issued by 
the Southern Export committee. 

An émbargo issued yesterday be- 
came effective at 12:01 a. m. Decem- 


ber 20, after which time the rail- 
roads will accept shipments of in- 
toxicating liquors for export only 
where a permit has been issued. Ap- 
plication for permits must be made 
directly to the Southern Export com- 
mittee, Healey building, Atlanta, 
Georgia. 
The embargo order has been is- 
sued to all railroads in the southern 
region and copies have been sent to 
the regional directors in other re- 
gions, so that lines everywhere in 
the country may be governed by the 
conditions imposed upon shipments 
routed through southern region ter- 
ritory. Following is the order: 
“Southern Region Embargo No. 3319—Ac- 
count of necessity for keeping record of

a. m., December 20, embargo is placed

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Navy League Seeking 
Names of Americans 
With Allied Armies 


Americans who fought in the 


ranks of the allies, either by en- 
listment before the United States’ 
declaration of war or because they 
were rejected from the American 
army on account of physical disa- 
bility and were able to enroll un- 
der the less-stringent medical reg- 
ulations of the other allied armies, 
are being sought by the Navy 
League of the United States. 

The league, with headquarters 
at 1519 Walnut street, Philadeiphia, 
FPa., is striving to collect the names 
and service records of these Amer- 
icans for memorial purposes, and 
has realized that numbers of Amer- 
icans who fought through the en- 
tire war may be forgotten simply 
because they happened to be en- 
rolled in the armies of the allies, 
and not in the army of the United 
States, whose records are acces- 
sible. 

A communication sent out by the 
organization gives the following 
approximate data: 

“In the English army it was es- 
timated that there were 100,000 
Americans, 65,000 in the Canadian, 
200 in the French Foreign legion, 
several hundred in the aviation 
service, besides hundreds of doc- 
tors and ambulance drivers.” 

The letter continues: “Shall we 
allow them to be lost and forgot- 
ten, their names omitted from the 
war histories and war memorials 
of their native states? 
them endured the torture of the 
trenches for four years and nobly 
kept up the Ameritan tradition.”

Responding to Buying a 
_ Prices Advance Sharply 


| BY R. L. BARNUM 
(The Constitution-Phitadelphia Public Ledger Service. Copyright, 1919.) 

‘New York, December 19.—Today’s sharp advances in the stock 

market were due first to buying by investors and traders, who sold 
to establish losses for income tax purposes. That buying started short 
covering. 
' ‘Today those who have sold stocks and bonds to establish losses for 
income tax payments, expecting to rebuy later, are in the same posi- 
tion as a professional trader who is short of the market. Realizing 
that this condition exists in addition to a very large outstanding short 
interest, there has-been good buying of stocks on the recent declines 
in the expectation of squeezing both the shorts and those who intended 
to rebuy. That process was going on today. 

Up to noon today Mexican Petroleum had advanced to 219, against 
last week’s low price of 183; Republic Steel to 111%, against 101%, and 
Southern Pacific to 103, against 95%; Baldwin to 110%, against 100%; 
Crucible to 111%, against 192; General Motors to 329, against 3104. 
In many stocks prices advanced even more sharply during the late 
trading. 


Depends on Developments. 

In view of the advances already scored, compared with last week’s 
low prices, traders were asking how much ground could be covered on 
the long side of the market. The answer is that there is still a very 
large short interest outstanding and a very large volume of rebuying 
to be done. Whether buying by the shorts and those who sold to make 
deductions from their tax bills continues, depends largely on the news 
developments of the next few days. 

President Wilson’s plan for handling the railroads is’ the most 
important news development overhanging the market. In the last hour 
a, call money advanced from 6 to 8, and there was some profit- 
aking. 

Wall street was not surprised at the settlement made by the gov- 
ernment with the meat packers. As far back as 1915 Wall street got 
its first clue as to what was coming. That was when Armour and 
company increased its outstanding preferred shares from $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, and the common from $20,000,000 to $100,000,000; after- 
wards selling $60,000,000 6 per cent debenture convertible bonds to 
be converted into new preferred stock.

Rumors have been 
received that the American government or the American investing 
public might do something to stabilize rates but as far as can be learn- 
ed there is nothing in the air save the rather indefinite plans of bank- 
ers and the fact that the war finance corporation has the power te 
lend a billion dollars to foreign buyers of our guaranteed wheat or of 
government property. Herbert Hoover’s statement urging food relief 
for Europe was interpreted by bankers as possibly forecasting loans 
by the finance corporation. | 

_ Much, Technical Short Interest. 

There is said to be at the present moment a considerable “tech- 
nical short interest” in the stock market, consisting of people who sold 
stocks to record losses for the income tax and who have not yet 
bought them back. This, in addition to the speculative short in- 
terest, is regarded as one of the strong underlying factors in the mar- 
ket. With the speculation in industrial shares pretty thoroughly dis- 
credited the question is raised as to what disposition purchases will 
take when recent sellers start to buy again. The existence of a large 
fund of idle capital if such a fund does exist apparently creates an 
opportunity that may be seized by the corporations to be organized | 
under the Edge law. 

Mexican petroleum proved the sensation of the market today, 
the stock at its high level being 41% points above the low level reach- 
ed last week. There was n6éthing new in the oil situation to cause 
such an advance in the price of stock, the movement being mainly due 
to the squeezing of a large short interest which was built upon the 
decline to 183 about ten days ago. 

Exceptionally Large. 

The short interest was exceptionally large in view of the float- 
ing supply of the stock. The majority of the stock of the Mexican 
Petroleum company is held by President Doheny and his associates, 
but in spite of this well known fact, the professional element in the 
street was generally willing to sell Mexican short in preference to any 
other stoc. And this in spite of all the costly experiences of the sort 
within the past few years when Mexican petroleum first started its 
sensational rise from below 100. The ‘movement in the stock which 
was most sensational today was stimulated by the announcements 
coming from Los Angeles crediting the Doheny interests with stating 
that they would take advantage of the conversion privilege of the Pan- 
American Petroleum and Transport company to convert the shares of 
the former into shares of the latter. This would naturally further 
‘tend to reduce the supply of Mexican petroleum and in view of this 
there was a wild scramble on the part of shorts*today. The other oil 
shares moved up in sympathy with Mexican petroleum. 

The shares of the packing companies were not affected by the an- 
nouncement from Washington that the “big five’ have agreed to 
segregate their assets according to the plan proposed by the attorney 
general. The shares of Wilson & Co., which are listed on the New 
York stock exchange advanced several points on the announcement 
while Swift & Co. shares listed in Boston and Chicago also advanced 
slightly. 

Stock Market Oversold. 

Professional Wall street made up its mind early this week that 
the stock market had become oversold and that hence, for the time 
being at least, liquidation had run its course. That conclusion was 
justified regarding many active stocks which had been declining to 
new low records for the year on heavy selling. However, a giance at 
the market as a whole shows that so far for the week no less than 
sixty new low records for the year have been made. The list includes 
gome railroads and some public utilities, especially those affected by 
this week’s actions of the directors of the public service of New 
Jersey corporation in passing dividends. But the surprise is in the 
. number of the preferred industrial stocks that have made a new low 
since the beginning of the week. That list includes such shares as 
American Can preferred, American Smelting preferred, American 
Sumatra preferred, American Tobacco preferred, Federal Mining and 
Smelting preferred, General Chemical preferred, International Har- 
wester preferred, Mexican Petroleum preferred. This list is very sig- 
nificant in view of the theory advanced in this cohimn that investors 
were selling securities bearing a fixed interest, including bonds and 
preferred stocks. | | 

A number of explanations may be found for this selling. One is 
that it was such shares that were widely held by investors who have 
been establishing losses to be deducted from the year’s income state- 
ments. Another is that the high cost of living including taxes has 
made it necessary to convert preferred shares into common shares 
bearing a higher interest return. Still another is fear of competition 
with high jnterest bearing foreign credits or loans which it is expected 
will be placed on the market next year.

New York, December 12.—The cot- 
ton market has been firmer during 
the past week with prices almost 
entirely recovering the losses which 
followed the publication of the of- 
ficial crop estimate on December 11. 


There has been little further dis- 
cussion of the crop. outlook, al- 
though weather conditions have been 
unfavorable for the grade and pick- 
ing of late cotton in northwestern 
parts of the belt, and comparatively 
light ginning figures are expected 
from the census bureau tomorrow. 

A southern authority estimates 
them at 9,260,000 bales against 10,- 
281,139 last year and a leading Brit- 
ish trade authority estimates the 
total crop at 11,700,000 bales includ- 
ing lmters, while placing the worlkl’s 
consumption at 12,500,000. ' 

According to the census bureau, 
only 269,006 bales of linters had 
been obtained from this year’s crop 
up to November 380, compared with 
448,073 last year, and estimates of 
the total linters for the season are 
bei reduced to about 600,000 to 
700,000 bales. 

The crop figures on December 11 
evidently made little impression on 
the south so far as indicated by re- 
ports from the spot markets and the 
absence of pressure from that 
source started covering by recent 
sellers of futures. 

The demand was stimulated by 
talk of better prospects for an early 
ratification of peace, hte continued 
firmness of the goods markets and 
the early week rally in exchange 
rates. There was also some trade 
buying around the ring here and 
the volume of spot business in the 
south showed some improvement, 
but generally speaking the bulk of 
the trading in futures was sup- 
posed to reflect a reduction in the 
outstanding interest for over the 
holidays, or pending more settled 
international conditions. 

The renewed weakness of e@X-« 
change caused some irregularity to- 
ward the end of the week, but Liv- 
erpool has been an active buyer 
here to cover straddle accounts, and 
the firmness of the English market 
in the face of heavy straddle liquida- 
tion is pointed to by local bulls as 
indicating the need of more cotton 
abroad.

Southern Grocers to 
Drop Suit. | 


Washington, December 19.—The 
Southern Wholesale Grocers’ asso- 
ciation case against a large number 
of railroads for alleged “preferen- 
tial treatment” in rates and privi- 


jileges of the Chicago packers, now 


pending before the interstate com- 
merce commission, will be dismiss- 
ed, J. H. McLaurin, president of the 
association, announced tvuday. 

The complaint, filed by the as- 
sociation before the commission, re- 
cited that the roads “accorded to 
the packers privileges and facili- 


are provided in any tariff,” and 


therefore “unlawful.” 

“By the action of the packers, 
they have agreed,” Mr. McLaurin 
said, “to eliminate unfair practices 
and to render nugatory the pref- 


erences alleged to have been grant- 
ed to them by the railroads.” 

Mr. McLaurin predicted that the 
benefit vf the decree to the public 
would be “enormous” by stimulating 
competition and “releasing food for 
more rapid distribution through the 
regular channels.of trade. The fact 
that there are four thousand whole- 
sale grocers and four hundred thou- 
sand retail grocers, he said, guar- 
antees “efficiency in service and 
the distribution of food in the in- 
terest of the people.” 

“The wholesale grocers of the 
United States have not been slow 
in the past several years to ana- 
lyze the growing effect of the meat 
packers’ entrance into the varied 
lines of food production and distri- 
bution,” he said, ‘and have regard- 
ed with deep\concern the rapidly 
developing and increasing state of 
monopoly created by the immense 
control by the five big interests 
of millions of tons of America’s 
essential food.” 

Attorney General Palmer said to- 
day he could not predict the imme- 
diate effect on prices of the sét- 
tlement of the ani-trust action 
against the packers. 

“The big effect of the agreed 
decree,” he said, “is to open the 
channels of business freely to all 
men without fear of domination by 
these interests.” 

The court in which the agreed 
decree will be entered will not be 
announced until the decree is filed, 
which will be after the holidays.

ment says, “embodies many of the 
principles for which the American 
Live Stock association has ‘been 
Striving and for the furtherance of 
which the market committee was 
organized in January, 1916, viz.: 
Severance of the packers fromthe 
ownership and control of = stock 
yards, stock yard railroads, termi- 
nal facilities and stock yard pa- 
pers. 

“At one blow the packers have 
been compelled to surrender a posi- 
tion in which they have been 
strongly intrenched and which they 
have fought so vigorously and at 
such enormous outlay to hold. The 
American National Live Stock asso- 
ciation congratulates the public and 
the producers of the United States 
on this remarkable result. It will 
be advisable, however, to translate 
the provisions of the injunction into 
the form of statutory legislation 
and it may be assumed that such 
legislation will no longer be op- 
posed by the packers, in so far as it 
may embody points now covered by 
the court’s order.

wages, but that much of the egree- 
ment’s force would depend upon 
public opinion, “which has not lost 
its power in the United States.” 

Attorney Butler, when called to 
the stand, declared that the final 
memorandum of agreement between 
the attorney general and the miners

“Dr. Garfield never contemplated 
a commission to fix prices, for one 
thing,” he said. 

Senator Townsend, at the conclu- 
sion of his testimony, asked for 
some one @ho could speak for the 
mine operators, and Ogle was called. 

After a moment of fencing with 
Senator Townsend, and a confer- 
ence with Mr. Butler, he proceeded. 

“On Friday, December 5, after Dr. 
Garfield’s proposal had been re- 
jected by the miners and the in- 
junction proceedings were being 
pushed at Indianapolis,” Mr. Ogle 
said, “members of .the coal opera- 
tors’ executive committee and my- 
self were called in for a talk with 
the attorney general in his office. 

“He said that we must have some 
figure for a wage advance above} 
the fourteen per cent suggested by 
Dr. Garfield, which we would be 
willing to offer the miners in order 
to settle the situation, The gov 
ernment was not engaged in com- 
promising its stand, he said, but 
had some difficulties.

Mr. Palmer explained the t!njunc- 
tion was not intended to order men 
back to work, but was intended to 
separate the strikers from their 
leaders and the union funds, — 
“Has there been anything said 
to the defendant officers of the un- 
ion which would make them under- 
stand that no further prosecution 
would be commenced against 
them?” Senator Townsend inquired. 

“Not one word,” Mr. Palmer said. 

Mr. Palmer described the open- 
ing of negotiations through Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson between the: 
operators and miners in an at- 
tempt to reach a settlement, and 
the intervention of Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield. 

Garfield Brought In. 

“After a deadlock ensued in 
Washington,” Mr. Palmer said, “Dr. 
Garfield was brought in and he told 
both operators and miners that the 
price of coal could not be increased 
one cent to pay wage . increases, 
basing his finding on calculations 
which he made, that a wage in- 
crease of 14 per cent could be given 
the men and aid by the operators 
without increasing the present price 
of coal. 

“This proposal the miners reject- 
ed and all parties réturned home. 

“After negotiations had all fail- 
ed,” Mr. Palmer continued, “I set- 
tled do -n to go through the fight 
to the end, resolved to see the in- 
Junction order -*-~red as best I 
could, in the hope that production 
of coal would be gradually re- 
sumed. 

“On the afternoon of December 
Ss, John J. Keegan, an employee of 
me and said he was-convinced if 
John Lewis and William Green, 
president and secretary of the Min- 
ers’ union, could sit down and talk 
to me, the matter could be easily 
settled. 

“I told him I was perfectly will- 
ing, that I wouldn’t invite them, 
but would talk with them if they 
cared to come. He talked with Lew- 
is and Green over the telephone} 
and told me they would come from 
Indianapolis to see me. Thursday, 
December 5, Keegan told me they 
had _ started. Saturday afternoon 
they arrived. I told them the gov- 
ernment’s position would be main- 
tained, and that no change in it 
would be permitted.” 

“Right there,” Senator Townsend 
interrupted, “was Dr. Garfield's 
plan considered?” 

No Surrender by Government. 

“At the conference with these 
gentlemen,” Mr, Palmer replied, “I 
informed them if the men went back 
to work the president’s assurance 
of a fair settlement would be car- 
ried out. They pleaded for a $31 
per cent advance in wages, but I 
anon that was not my part of the 
job. , 
“TI told them the government 
could not surrender to the United 
Mine Workers, and was bound to 
win in the end, They left me at 7 
p.m. without saying what they were 
going to do, but came back later 
with Secretary Tumulty. I then read 
to them the president’s statement 
of December 6, and they announced 
that they were ready to acquiesce 
im: 3." 

Mr. Palmer said that between the 
two meetings, he talked with Fuel 
Administrator Garfield. 

“He was in accord with your at- 
tempt to get a settlement?’ Sena- 
tor Townusend asked. 

‘Don’t call it a settlement, sen- 
ator,’ Mr. Palmer replied. 

“I made no compromise, no con- 
cessions with the men, except one, 
Which was that the president’s 
Statement of December 6 be with-. 
held until they could give it to! 
their union associates at Indlanap- | 
Olis first. I yielded to their re-'| 
quest on that point. | 

“There was no material differ- 
ence between Dr. Garfield’s plan 
which called for a return of the 
men to work and a creation of a 
consultative body to investigate and 
report as to the facts on which a 
new wage agrement might be ar- 
rived at, and the president’s plan” 

Conclusion Questioned. 


Senator Wolcott, democrat, Dela- | 
ware, questioned this conclusion.

At the request of the committee 
he inserted into the record the copy 
of the telegram sent to the presi- 
dent. 

The examination of the attorney 
gener°* was interrupted at this 
point so senators might attend the 
senate session, It was planned to 
continue the inquiry at 3 p. m. 

“Do you understand this agree- 
ment you have made with the min- 
ers involved the possibility of 
granting retroactive pay to the 
miners back to November 1?” Sen.- 
ator Townsend asked the attorney 
general when the hearing was re- 
sumed, 

“I think they can go back as long 
as they please,” Mr. Palmer replied. 
They have full power.” 

Denies Offering Inducement. 


Replying to a question by Sen- 
ator Townsend as to whether “any 
inducement” had been offered union 
officials which was not named in 
the memorandum of the settlement 
agreement, Mr. Palmer said: 

“Absolutely none.” 

He added that nothing had been 
said as to the men to constitute the 
commission except that they were 
to be “the biggest and broadest 
men we could get.” 

Mr. Palmer told of the conference 
with Lewis and Green, and his sub- 
sequent meeting with Secretary 
Glass, Dr. Garfieid and Director Gen- 
eral Hines at his own home, where 
the president’s statement was dis- 
cussed. He again declared the 
statement was not drawn up pri- 
marily to present to the miners, 

Senator Townsend read a copy of 
a letter to Palmer from Dr. ar- 
field, written the day after this con- 
ference, expressing fear that Lewis 
and Green were going away “think- 
ing they can accomplish indirectly

This letter had been read to Lewis 
and Green, Mr. Palmer said, addin 
that he had understood Dr. Garfiel 
after the conference at his home, 
was willing “to have a commission 
substituted for him if he, as fuel 
administrator, was a stumbling 
block for the settlement.” 

“Dr. Garfield seems to think that 
the 14 per cent increase is an ir-

The 
men who are considered the leaders 
today are men of the type of Ed- 
ward A. Filene and Henry B. Endi- 
cott. Filene is one of the men who 
helped get the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce under way in its 
present work. Endicott is a shoe 
manufacturer who directs a big 
business which has established al- 
ready an “industrial democracy. In 
addition to these men there are of- 
ficials like Governor Coolidge and 
Mayor Peters, of Boston, who form 
a governmental standpoint, are as- 
suming the leadership in the tasks 
of readjustment which face the 
largest state and municipality in 
New England. 


Educational Drive. 


Boston is out to fight bolshevism 
in a fashion similar to Minneapolis, 
which was at work when I was 
there in August. In explaini the 
work of the committee of n, 
headed by Alexander WhiteSide, ex- 
corporation counsel, Mayor Peters 
said to’ the press that there would 
be an educational “drive” led by 
representatives of the different 
races in every section of the city, 
especially among the foreigners. He 
stated that the committee had con- 
sidered the plans that might best 
be followed for bringing before the 
newer citizens what the government 
is doing for all those who swear al- 
legiance to the United States. The 
work of the committee will be af- 
firmative, not negative,” he added, 
“and subcommittees will be formed 
among the various races of the city 
so that the general committee will 
be represented among the peoples 
of every nationality.” 

Thus, while fighting what New 
England and everyone else terms 
bolshevism, this committee will un- 
dertake to tell the foreigners, in 
their own languages, what Ameri- 
canism is and should be. Instead 
of combatting the theorists who ad- 
vocate changes by force this com- 
mittee is going to tell the “newer 
citizens” how practically any 
change can be brought about by 
peaceful discussion and the ballot. 

Endicott, who believes in what 
President Butler, of Columbia uni- 
versity, calls “putting joy into a 
job,” stated publicly that the coal 
strike “was the climax” of the strike 
epidemic in this country... “Work- 
ers realize more and more,” this 
manufacturer is reported as saying, 
“that they cannot strike without 
hurting business as a whole and 
thev are sick of strikes.”

Production Fluctuations. 


“Before the war, production in our 
factories used to be about . eight 
pairs of shoes per day per man,” En- 
dicott remarked. “During the war, 
production dropped to about six 
pairs, because so many of our men 
went away. Since the war’s end 
production has increased. A while 
ago it increased to eight pairs 
again. Now it is almost ten pairs 
per day per man.” 

During the conversations which I 
had with the business and profes- 
sional men of Portland I was im- 
pressed by the fact that they real- 
ized the importance of both individ- 
ual and_ collective, reconstructive 
work, although the state of Maine 
has been remarkably free of agita- 
tion by either the Il. W. W. or the 
communists. 

Politically the New  # Engldand 
States appear to be aboyt as solidly 
republican as ever. In a recent city 
election in Portland ae republican 
mayor was given the largest vote 
ever given a candidate. Several per- 
sons called my attention to a straw 
vote taken at Dartmouth college at 
Hanover, N, H., as an indication of 
the republican sentiment, if any evi- 
dence is needed after the election of 
Governor Coolidge. The results of 
the balloting were: General Wood, 
271; Governor Coolidge, 260; Charles 
E. Hughes, 130; Governor Lowden, of 
Illinois, 123; President ilson, 68; 
Hiram Johnson, 64; William G. Me- 
Adoo, 54, and Herbert Hoover, 32. 

There is no doubt but that the 
New England states are passing 
through a period of new orientation 
in industry, if not/in politics. Al- 
though many of tHe business men do 
not believe that all strikes are at an 
end, they feel as if the crisis has 
been passed and the reconstruction

|More Massacres 


By Turks Feared; 
Christians Flee 


Diarbekir, Turkey, December 20.— 
Fear of the further massacres is 
causing numbers of Christians in 
this region to abandon their homes 
and seek safety in the territory oc- 
cupied by the British, whose nearest 
post is at Ourfa. > 


For days there has been a steady 
procession of carriages, containing 
tamilies with all their possessions, 
on the road to the southward. Many 
of them are headed for Aleppo, 
which means a hot, dusty journey vot 
several hundred miles across the 
plain. 

The immediate cause of this 
exodus of Christians is the attitude 
of their Moslem neighbors, coupled 
with the notorious reputation that 
Diarbekir won for itself*in the mas- 
sacres‘and deportations a few years 
ago, but back of it is a feeling of 
restlessness because of the fact that 
months have passed since the armi- 
stice, and as yet nothing has been 
done to guarantee the security 0: 
the non-Moslem population. 

. The Near East Helief, the Ameri- 
can organization which is distribut- 
ing aid to the survivors of the mas- 
sacres through a Sstation in Diar- 
bekir, has succeeded in obtaining as- 
surances from the authorities that 
the Christians will not be molested 
by the government, and that they 
may resume their occupations. This 
assurance, however, applies only tu 
the authorities, and means that the 
Christians are only to eonsider that 
if disorders begin they will not, at 
least, be at the open instigation of 
the government. It does not entire-

y promise protection, and, there- 
.ore, the Christians, afraid that the 
Moslems may turn against them at 
any. moment, are electing to seek 
safety in flight. 

The sitaution is having _,its effect 
on the work of the relief ‘organiza- 
tion in recovering the Christian 
girls who were carried off during 
the deportations to Moslem harems. 
This work has been going on for 
weeks, the relief workers being un- 
dismayed by the thought of persona] 
peril. Now, however, the Moslems 
are threatening the girls with death 
if the permit themselves to be 
rescued, and many of them are 
afraid to leave their masters. 

Large numbers of these girls re- 
main to be recovered. In the early 
months of 1915 about 68,000 Chris- 
tians were exiled from Diarbekir, 
and from their ranks were taken 
hundreds of the prettiest young 
women. Even some of those who 
escaped and remained hidden in the 
vicinity throughout the deportations, 
later sold themselves to the Turks, 
confronted as they were with the 
alternative of doing this or of starv- 
ing to death. The condition of these 
Christian girls is one of the most 
tragic problems that confront the 
relief workers, who state that many 
of the girls, in their shame, have 
killed the children of their Moslem

Amid Problem Places of Near East

fight for their independence. These 
old peoples have heard the magic 
words of liberty that America sent 
swinging araund the world. They 
have been taught that self-govern- | 
ment is a sacred right. Enropean 
statesmen joined with President 
Wilson in proclajming that the will 
of the people is supreme. Therefore, 
they refuse to be crowded back inte 
former conditions wherein they were 
possessed and bartered as so mary 
commodities. 

Egypt and Syria are the most por- 
tentous of these ancient nations now 
claiming self-determination. They 
refuse to submit to Rritish and 
French rule; they do not even want 
these nations as mandato: es. They 
may force a continuanes of the 
world war, with great ent nte pow- 
ers put into the awkwara position 
of fighting against the doci ines of 
democracy which were the battie 
slogans of the boys in France. 

This aspect of the case may be 
summed up in a paragraph. The 
issue is whether imperialism and 
old diplomacy, or democracy and 
altruism shall be dominant in the 
Near East. Are the welfare and 
wishes and rights of the local popu- 
lation to come first, or are they to 
be subordinated to considerations of 
European profit and policy? 

America’s Part in the Crisis.

Turkey the Test of the 
Workability of the Al- 
lied War Aims—Amer- 
ica’s Relation to Near- 
Eastern Conditions.

Whether the world war is to be 
won or lost is now being decided 
in Turkey. Obviously the defeat of 
Germany does not mean the win- 
ning of the war, unless the great 


objectives of the allies are also made 
secure. 

Those objectives are now in real 
peril in the Near East. 

America entered the war to. help 
make the world safe for democracy; 
to insure the liberty of all peoples, 
however small or weak, from op- 
pression, and to break the power of 
imperialism. If the result of the 
cataclysm is anything less than this, 
then our soldiers will have died in 
Vain. 

“If ye break faith with us who die, 
We shall not sléep, though poppies 
blow in Flanders fields.” 

America has not yet faced 
logic of the situation. 

How great and grave is the 
menace to peace around the Medi-

Theoretically, America is out of | 
all this. Actually, she is deepest in 
it. Her entrance into the war, and 
her proclaimed principles, aroused 
these various natiomalities to a pas- 
sion for liberty. America provided 
the Egyptians with the platform 


upon which their insurrection 
stands. America, as Prince Feisai 
and others assured me, taught Syria 
to speak the slogans of liberty. Ar- 
menia got her ideas of independence 
from American teachers. By exam- 
ple and by instruction the United 
States made the small nations reso- 
lute for their rights. 


At present every one of these 
clamorous nations, from Albania to 
Arabia, is insistent that America be- 
come its mandatory or sponsor or 
Suzerain or whatever one may please 
to call it. They say openly that 
only a strong, kindly American hand 
can guide the ship of peace, through 
these troubled waters. None of e 
nations will accept any other leader- 
ship; they have confidence only in 
the disinterestedness of America. 


There we have the situation out- 
lined in broad strokes. There are a 
hundred complicating factors. The 
one clear issue.is whether peace or 
war is to follow. The Near East 
is the last battlefield, or the strug- 
gle of the ages. In Turkey I have 
met ‘more than one pessimist who 
is convinced that the cradle of the 
race is also to be the deathbed of 
civilization; they see continued war 
as inevitable here, with no promise 
of a noble conclusion. There wil} 
be no peace until the aspirations of 
the weak peoples have been satis- 
fied, and it does not comport with 
the policy of the European powers 
to satisfy these. Even these Jere- 
miahs admit that America may yet 
speak the word, or do the deed, that 
will bring to a peaceful issue in the 
Near East the more than five years 
af eastiv strife.

Everybody expected the _ subject 
races of Turkey to be freed by the 
war. Instead, they seem merely to 
be changing masters. Armenia’s 
fate is uncertain, her prospects for 
self-government being jeopardized 
by the extravagant claims and arro- 
gant attitude of the Aremnian poli- 
ticians. Syria has been freed from 
Turkey, but turned over to France.

The Hellenes of western Asia Minor 


have apparently lost their opportu- 
nity for autonomy, or annexation to 
Greece, because of the excesses of 
the Greek soldiers in Smyrna and 
the regions beyond.

They outwitted 
the other -powers there before the 
war; they may do so again after the 
war. No American who faces facts 
fearlessly can be entirely comfort- 
able at the prospects which seem to 
be opening up along the Bosphorus.
